COMDANY AND MAIN BUILDING.

For the purpose of providing a thorough
preparatory tradning for college or for busi-
neay for boys and young men at o moderate
price and under the best Influences, this
gchool was founded by Bishop Graves in
1842,

The academy commends itself to parents

desiring for their boys a school easily
reached In a country unequalled for Its
heilthy ellmate and one in which, while

evaery care |s taken to provide all equip-
ments essential to the proper Instruction
and well being of the boy, and such as may
be found in the best schools of s type,
nonessentials are kept down in order to
allow the manngement to put the fees ot
puch a moderate price us to be within the
reach of all.

The discipline and Instruction are of the
highest order, the boy is tuught to work
from right motives, every proper «ffort s
made for his comfort and happlness, and
the fact Is never lost slght of thalt mere
proficiency in studles I8 no more Important
than the development upon right lines of
the boy's charncter; and this s the more
readily done ag the school I not a0 large
in numbers but that every boy must come
Into Intimate personal relatlonsiilp with the
principnl and Instruclors,

The acidemy is pleasantly situnted in the
valley of the Platte, aboul a mile and
halfl from the city of Kearney, o station
on both the Unlon Paeclfic and Burlington
rudlronde.  The location I# an  unususlly
hoalthy one and thoe distance from town
sutlicient to insure freedom from Infection
In cuse of the outhrenk of an opidemle,

The butldings are lurge, commodious and
In good condition, Kearney hall, the main
bullding. Is built of brick, four stories
high and contains the rooms of the head
master and fumily, study hall, oMee and
dining room, reclitation room, glek room and
quarters for teachers and twenty-two of

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ON, D, E. THOMPSON, United
States minister to Hrazll, in a let-
ter to the Lincoln Star, pens the
following description of the city
of Rio de Janelro:

“Rio de Janelro,” translated into
lish, means the “river of Januury.”
city was originally named Bao Sebastino,
the nume of Its patron salnt, but later
came o be called by the name of the bay
on which It Is sltuated. The lutter ro-
eecived puch a peculinr name from the cir-
cumstance of Its having been discovered In
the month of Janunry and thought to be
the mouth of w great rivor,

The first white settlers on the buy of Rl
de Junsiro were French Protesinntls, under
the leadership of one Villegalguon. They
came ln W66 and chose one of the numerous
islands of the bay as their pluce of sntile-
ment. They were true ploneers, as they
had to flght both Indlans aund the Puria-
guese, who came there some years later,
captyred thelr fort and gradually absorisd
the remalning French Into the colony ths
Portuguese then founded, The Protestant
misglonaries successfully working lu Rlo
today ure fond of pointing out to Brazilluns
the important part thelr go-religlonlsts
played In the foundation of the Catholic
eity of Rio de Janelro, The Island of Ville-
galgnon, in Rio bay, whero the Protestant
banner was thus first unfurled In the new
world, has on it today one of the important
fortficailons of the city

Rio did not become the caplial of colonlal
Brazil until the yoar 176, Bahia having had
that honor ewing to lis groater commercial
Importance in the early days of Lthe Portu-
Buase colony up to the year mentionad
Hio had at that Ume & population of 30,000,

Today the capltal of Brazll fs estimuted
10 posscas within Its limits, which are those
of the federal district, 700,000 Inhabitants
The area of the district 1a 1,39 square kilo-
metlars, or two-thirds that number of squars
miles, but most of the cliy's population ls
ssntalned lo an area of less than ten square
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more correct carrligs and Increased mental

For the purposes of discipline and for in-
struction In Infantry tactkes the endets are
organized Into companies, each company
being commnnded by & cadet officer, who Is
under the direction and supervigion of the
commandant of cadets, The officers are se-
leoted from those cadets who have the best
record for study, conduct and soldler-like
deportment, Length of attendance at the
aeademy I8 not a necessary quallfication to
enable n cadet to recelve an appointment.
During the year the cadets hoave been
divided into 1two compnnies, ofMcered by
n captuin, first and second Heutenant, three
sergoeants. three corporalg and a musiclan,

An Important fact, which should not be
omitted In this sketch, 1= the eflicioncy of
the teaching corps. They are fitited by
tronining., experience and travel for the
work which they are successfully carrying
on. Euach 18 a specinlist in his department
and the work accomplished by the studenis
Is abundunt proof of it. There In no hurry,
there Is no half-understanding of a subject,
and the pntient, persistent mastery of the
work in hand is looked upon as an essential
purt of the wralnlmg which s a leading foa-
ture of the schoo!

Thus equipped and thus officered the
poademy finds Isolf in o position In which
it cin offer Its students advantages which
the best public school can pever cisim—Lthe
best course of study, the best teaching and
i home life with an influence which can-
not be surpassed  From this last the stu-
denls are never frec. From morning until
ulght and from Scplember untll June the

Cochran hall, the maln dormitory, con-
talng quarters for forty cadets and two
muasters. Bach cadet has & room to him-
solf, heated by steam apnd furnished with
the usunl bedroom furniture and bedding.

It 18 the Intention of the founder of Lhis
school that nothing shall be left undone
that can help to make the work more effi-
elent. In thig connection sttention Ie culled
to the following alterations and additions
mnde during the present year Blectrie
lights throughout all the bhulldings, en-
largement of the workshops and chemionl
Iaboratory, additional and more convenient
bathing facilities

The grounds, twemy-five gores In extent,
are level and afford excellent fucilities for
drill and for the various forms of wth
lelios so essentinl to a complete education
Ample spires o given for foot ball,
ball and tennis, together with o small but
good gull Jink.

Long expoerietics has shown thiat n system
of discipline, semil-military in charanoter, i
most efficient In cultivating the essentinl
habita of obedlence, prompiness, punctiu-
allty and neatness. Rogularity of routine
Inculentes n methodical hablt, which the
cadet soon applieg to all branches of lils
work, thus becoming & betler and more
efficlont student. The dally drill of the
schoul provides u regular physienl oxercise

than the academy. The untralned boy may
bring to the table the habits which a care-
less home life has allowed, but theso are
corrected,” His lungunge drops Its mistankes
under the constont watchfulness of the
teachers who, line upon line, precept upon
precept, here n lttle and there n lttle,
often work wonders In the boy committed
to his enre.

The real trouble comes when the cadet
beging to practice here the vices which
too many homes permit. Profanity must
he stopped. Vulgarity in speech and action
must cease, Lying and underhnndedness
must e glven up. Tobacco is not allowed
and all habita which prevent wholesome
Hving and wholesome thinking must be
changed.

To noecomplish this the Kearney academy
does not resort o violence, “"Kindnesa (s
greater than vielenee; God I8 love," and (f
this lnet should fall, the academy Is no
plicee for that kind of hoy—the risk I8 too
gront und the pesults too disastrous. This
I 0 vonclusion of the whole matter. The
Kearney Multary academy has for Its aim
and purpoge o home school which shall
bring to bear upon its hoys a rigorous
training, morallity, mentially and physically,
with the mingle thought of making men of
them, ready and eager to do the work that
the world demands of American manhood
and of American cltizenship. With its lim-
fteed menns It has so far been able to real-
fge Ita jdeals. With these means Incrensed,
us it hopes that they will be, It I8 confl-
dent of correspondingly lnereased resulls.

Bome say It Ix all, and worse than,
you can imagine the climnte of a Beaport
In the troplos to be and others elaim for It
that 1t Is one of the most delightful cli-
mutes o the world Al ngree, however,
that for three months during the summer
Rio s a pretty hot place, It I8 clalmed,
wnd | think with some reason, that even
thon the bout I8 not felt so mugh and j= not
nearly so dlsastrous in s effects on man
and beast as the hot spells during the sum-
mur of American elties, There Is, however,
thiz difference: Although the temperature
of Rlo does not go so high as New York's
and the heat i not fell »0 much as In the
latter place, In Rio during the summer
there In no letup In the hoit duy and night
or from Aoy 10 day and weok to week

™e hot summer nights in Rlo are aald
to be the worst featurs of jts elimato, The
temperature of Rio has never been known
to go above 89 degrees Fahrenhell, nor he-
low B degreos, while the average yearly
temperature I8 74 degrees, from which 1t
only varies five polnts ahove nnd helow In
ruramer  and  winter, respectively The
ralny wnd dry season correspond respecs
